Also, the sudden change in 
direction by Mat Maid (shutting down in July versus the end of the year) has unfairly put 
the dairy farmers in the position of having the rug pulled out from under them without 
time to plan for a total shutdown if that is the necessary result. Bottom line, she needs 
a frank assessment pretty quick from folks she has confidence in. 



Second, this is not just about 5 dairy farms. There are more than 100 jotos at Mat Maid— 
everything from the truckers who pickup and deliver products to support staff in the 
corporate offices. Also, the dairy farms are the market for farms that grow feed and hay. 

And if the dairies stop providing a regular supply of cattle to the slaughterhouse, it 
could shut down, too. Then the pig farmers wouldn't have anywhere to take their animals. 
The ripple affect will be felt all over the agricultural industry.

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Finally, there is going to be a look at whatever long-term solutions there might be. The 
Governor needs to know what the range of long-term solutions might look like.
